Wo do not thua eurly return to tho 
BUbjoot of tho Western terminus of the 
Canadian Puoifio Railway becaaae tho 
other party to the controversy baa 
yivon ui anything to reply to; for it, 
will have been observed that his article 
of Monday is chiefly romarlmblo for a 
careful avoidance of ovary one of our 
propositions. And in this he doubt- 
loss acted wisely— acted upon the prin- 
ciple Unit, dist retion is tho bettor part 
of valor; fur our propositions vvoro un- 
assailable. N >r do wo hope lo prosent 
new ground, bet merely to endeavour if 
possible more olearly to define our posit, 
lion, seeing that tho object of a dangor- 
ous and mos. unscruptitoiH pohuoul 
trickster becomes moro transparent 
day by day. And, Gr.-it, lot ub allude 
briefly to the position taken by ouroon. 
temporary, and compare it with bis 
previous pOsi'-ion on the same subject ; 
lor, although to oxposo tho iuconsUten- 
oieaofan opponent mf 3 - -^t be argu- 
ment, yet it is sometimes an advantage 
to gel at (tie's motives. During the 
present discussion Mr. DeUo^mos has 
most emphatically declarod that the 
terminus of tho irans-continon'ttl ruil- 
way oan and shall be at Victoria and 
K- qui malt, and be reiterates the appeal 
to overy elector on Vunoouvoi Island 
to reject ut the p »lla any candidate who 
will not pledge b'rasoll Lo oppose Con- 
federation unless 11 ho made an absolute 
and distinct condition that the terminus 
of tho railway shall ba at Victoria and 
iCsquinialt. It may bo interesting to see 
what position liiiH gentleman look 
upon this subject when tho Tor js wero 
under discu&sion in tho Legislative 
Council, some six months ugo. Tho 
eighth or railway section of the Terms 
contained tho following provision: — 
"Ono million dollars shall bo expended 
in every year, from and afior threo years 
from tho date oi Union, in actually con- 
structing tho initial see '.ions ot saoh 
ll ulway from tho scaboatd of British 
Columbia, to connect with tho railway 
system oi Canada." Did Mr. DeOos- 
mos propose to loomu tho terminus 
more definitely than was implied in the 
words ''Staboard of British Columbia"? 
Yes, be did. Did he propose to fix the 
terminus at Victoria mid Esquimau? 
>;o, he did not. Whero then? At 
the head of navigation ou tho Lower 
Fraser;*— at Yule! I therefore" said 
tie, ' move a reoommeodation to 
His Excellency that tho construction of 
a railway from Bloambi at navigation 
on tho fcYnser River to Kamloops Like 
be in?erted in tho Terms instead of com ■ 
me:ici"g iiom tho initial sections on tho 
seaboard of British Columbia.' This 
.amendment was supported in a long, 
rumbling speech, chiefly do voted to 
showing tho improbability of the 
railway being undertaken, and tho im- 
policy ot making it a condition of Con- 
federation at all. 'Now, sir,' said ho, 
'from the first 1 have always boju care- 
ful not to bring lorward the question ol 
tho Railway in connection with Con- 
federation.' Some months subsequent- 
ly agomleman in this city drew ttie 
attention of Mr DeCoamos to a scheme 
lor bringing the railway on to Vancou- 
ver Island by vvjiy of L>u;e Inlet and 
Johnston's Strait, whereupon the whole 
scheme was denounced as utterly im-< 
practicable, and the a Ivocato of it as a 
fool. It is known to tho. public how, 
bince that, lie has ridiculed -be railway 
as an impossible Utopia, And yet this 
is the man who, on tho eve ol an elec- 
tion, steps forward as lb a champion of 
Victoria interests, and blames tnoDel- 
tjat -s booauao they did not run counter 
to bis recommendation and fix the tei> 
minus at Victoria. I<> would, iudeeJ, 
bo difficult to co cievo of a course more 
grossly inconsistent than that ol tho 
edi'or of the Standard, and there would 
appear Lo bo but Oufl explanation: — 
Rather than hive Confederation terms 
which do not owe their origin to bun 
accepted by tne country, ho would pre- 
fer loeee the whole scheme debated or 
indefinitely d« layed Let us suppose 
lh*i this mar. should tied in uny con - 
utitaeuey a suflieioiit number fooiiaili 
enough to elect bun upon t ,t issue; and 
supposing be should find a majority in 
tho new Council sufficiently foolish to 
support him, and thus defeat Coufedt • 
ration, what then/ When people 
found ihumsolvos thus left out 
jn the cold, without both Confederation and 
he railway, — vV but then ? Would tho 00- 
uy ne udvaniiiged thereby ? Would ibe 
people bo oonieut? Victoria may, very 
possibly will, got tbe railway terraiuu- 
itnou^h Oonloderstion. Without (Joafcder- 
at on diu eolony must go without Ibe rail- 
way. Wo have j;ivoti Lanutlii two yoirB in 
which to looate the railway. A10 wo lo ask 
the Dominion Ooverumcnt now, that ir.e lo- 
catioo ol Hie railway shall preoulo both (Jon- 
federation and ibe survey ? To do ibis 
would be to adi them 10 believe m ioola. As 
wo oaid on a loiniur oooasion, tho Canadian 
Government nei'.lier enn nor will give nay 
Buob pledge, The looation of aocli a work 
must be the result of a moai careful and 
UioroiiL'h survey ; and t-bt,uld it bj fouud 
praoiioable lo bring t'jo t^tminus to the 
magnificent barber ol Esquimau all llie po- 
litical demagOgQOS id the colony v»oil'i 
not be able to atop it suori of Eaqoimalt. 
The local Government and tho largu.-.t eum- 
niercial community ought lo ha nhlo to 
wield no little influence iu doubling the loca- 
tion ol the terminus, d tho proper timu and 
way bo chosen (or bringing lUal itilluuiicu te 
bear; but to tollow tho lead ol an iuipoa- 
sibie and reckless political mountebank, aud 
o.v.oit ti-i a Ddilion ol onion thai tlio 
nadian Government pledge iiaeil to make 1I10 
torminoi at any parlioolai p'aoe would f'o an 
act ot folly 01 which wo cannot believe tio 
people of liriiiuh Columbia capable. Wo 
iiohevo tho people will nco in tus movement 
tho last desperate lilck ol a politician who 
coubciouh ol bif, Impending lalo, in griping 
convulsively at straws.
